In the past ten years the 
median educational level. of 
the black adult population in 
Franklin County has in- 
creased 1-1/2 years, ac- 
cording to U.S, Census Data 
recently compiled by the 
United Community Council 
Research Department. 

Research Specialist Dee 
Roth explained that 42 per- 
cent of black adults (age 25 
and over) now have high 
school diplomas, compared

The 
increase in the black median 
education level is a drastic 
jump compared to a meager 
increase of less than one-half 
of one year for the total 
population. 

The higher educational at- 
tainment among blacks is 
also indicated in the higher 
percentages of the « black 
labor force now in 
professional and clerical 
positions, and lower per- 
centages -now. working as 
laborers, service and private 
household workers. : 

However, Walter R. Tarpley, 
executive director of UCC, 
was Careful to point out that 
the percentage of blacks in 
this last category is still sub- 
stantially higher than that of 
the total population. 

There are 40,773 black men 
and women currently in the 
County's labor force, but un- 
employment rates are 
significantly higher for the 
black population than for the 
population as a whole with 
58 percent of black males 
and 55 percent of black 
females Currently out of work, 
according to Ms. Roth. 

On the brighter side, Tar- 
pley pointed out that the 
median income for a biack

Mrs. Castleman told the 
CALL & POST that she felt 
the board members should 
have at least been notified of 
the names of the final five 
contenders for the post. “! 
feel we should have had a 
chance _to sit with Dr. (John)

Dr. Walker said he talked 
with Ellis several times about 
the position and said he told 
Ellis that a Black man could 
do a better job in the 
position.

“What we (Black Board 
members) complained about 
was that the job had not been 
spelled out,” he said. x 

He added that the job 
description was so broad that .

“We wanted to sit down 
with Ellis and straighten out 
exactly what he (the special 
assistant to Ellis) was to do 
from the beginning, also we 
had hoped to meet the new 
man and to be informed of 
Ellis’ reasons for appointing 
him,” Dr. Hamlar said.

“On another occasion, | 
found out aboyt a desirable 
property in the Northwest 
area of the city. There was .no 
listing with the Multiple 
Listing Service (a service of 
the Columbus Board of 
Realtors) but a close white 
friend was able to inspect the 
Property and | was never able 


“™to-get*to’see it;” White-says. 


The Director of the 
Housing Center says that 
what he has experienced is a 
tremendous amount of 
“negative selling’. Real 
estate professionals know 


what the law is, White 
believes, but are less than en- 
thusiastic about selling to 
Blacks outside of areas that 
they, the Brokers, think 
“Blacks ought to live in. 
“Blacks have got to 
become fa with these 
techniques that they will 
not be deterred from chosing 


housing in the neighborhood 


they want", White says.

White says, “The whole 
damn system is not com- 
pletely rotten. | did have one 
lady realtor offer to show me 
real estate anywhere in the 
city and, in‘fact, take me to 
places and show me areas 
that are not traditionally 
Black or changing areas.” 

White is still looking for a 
house. Regarding. fair 
housing, White says he wants 
to practice what he preaches, 
however, he tells his white 
friends that he is leaning 
toward a black neigh- 
borhood.

The poverty level for a 
family of four, computed by 
the Federal Interagency Com- 
mittee, is $3,743 per year. 
Franklin County has 15,442 
families living below poverty 
Status with 31.3 percent of 
these families being black. 
The average income of these 
black families is $2,057, with 
42 percent receiving public 
assistance income. 

One shocking aspect of 
these figures, Tarpley pointed 
out, is that over 60 percent of 
these black poverty families 
are headed by women. 

The census figures indicate 
a large increase (60.percent) 
in home ownership by blacks, 
according to Ms. Roth.

"There are some people around who still remember when 
the Olympics was a contest between two individuals and not 
a battle between two nations. 

A few weeks ago the average individual sat down before 
his television set to watch athletes from around the world 
compete. Very few people could probably tell you how an of- 
ficial rates a person in a gymnastic meet. Therefore you set- 
tled back in your TV seat to enjoy the greatest spectacle of 
the year. 

When one young lady from the USA team slipped, the TV 
announcer spent the rest of the time trying to explain. It 
wasn't that she performed so poorly as much as it was the 
other ladies were better in the opinion of the judges? 

The Olympic games as we once knew them are in 
serious trouble. The survival of this great sports spectacle 
hangs in the balance. 

The XX Olympiad started off on the wrong foot. There was 
evidence that politics had crept in when Rhodesia athletes 
were eliminated. Nobody wanted to live and let live. Nobody 
wanted to say, “You are wrong bin we! let you-atay this time, 
but in 1976 you will have to amend your ways.” 

After much bickering the XX Olympiad finally opened in 
a blaze of glory. “For One Day At Least,-Everyone Stood 
Together,"’ one writer said. Yes, everyone but Rhodesian 
athletes and they had to sit in the stands. 

The Black African nations and some black Americans 
threatened to walkout if the Rhodesian team was permitted 
to participate in the Olympics. The German committee gave 
the Rhodesians 20 tickets for their 40 athletes. The 
Rhodesian track team moved from the Olympic village to a 
nearby Army post. : 

When the U.S. Olympic team marched into the Munich

Old Glory at the head of the 450 USA contingent. Olga was a 
former Czech citizen who fell in love with Harold Connolly at 
the 1956 Olympics at Melbourne. Since marrying Connolly, 
Olga has represented the U.S. on four different occasions in 
the Olympics. She is a woman who speaks her mind. She 
didn't approve the IOC decision in throwing Vince Matthews 
and Wayne Collett our of the Olympics. 

. _As Olga approached the reviewing stand with the flag, 

all Americans leaned forward to see if she would dip the flag. 

It was customary for all nations but the United States to dip 

the flag at this point. Olga kept the American tradition by not 

dipping the flag. ba’ 

The Germans gave the Americans a big cheer when they 
appeared on the track. Perhaps they were saying something 
with their generous applause: Several blacks have said they 
would rather have seen Jesse Owens walking in that Stadium 
with. the flag.-The response would have been tremendous. 

Many blacks were not so much concerned-with. Jesse. 
carrying the flag as they were with him not being paid to help 
televise the track and field meet..He wrote a series of articles 
about the Olympics but all the world was watching television* 
There are many blacks who don't buy white papers (and vice

, The Americans were loaded with gripes for-‘the mut- 
tering grew-to_a_grumbling; and- the grumbling grew-to-a 
mighty rumbling.”

Another coach was 
asked, “What's wrong with the American women?” His reply 
was, ‘“‘They’re doing all their running between 9 and 11 every 
night in the discotheque at the village.” No credit was ever 
given to the opponents who have improved since-the«1968 
Olympics. , 

Some announcers pointed their fingers. at the black 
athletes. In 1968.U.S, Olympic track and field team won 12 
gold medals. The black athletes won seven of these in the 
100, 200 and 400 meter, 110 meter hurdles, long jump, 400 
meter relay and the 1600 meter relay. The white athletes won 
the pole vault, high jump, shot put, the discus and the 
decathion. This year the white athletes failed to win any of 
the events they won in 1968. ' 

The blacks won the 4002meters-with Matthews~and 
Collett finishing one-two in this event. Randy Williams: of 
Southem California won the long: jump with a leap of 27 feet, 
one+talf inch. Amié Robinson Jr. of Sah Diego won. the

bronze-medal in the long jump. Rod’ Milburn lived up to his . 


expectations and won the .110 meter hurdles. 
The black tracksters victory in the 400 meters relay was 
“a thing of beauty."’ The combination of ‘‘Black- to-Taylor-To- 
Ar Tinker-to-Hart™ was greater than baseball's double play com- 
4 5 of¢“'Tinker-to-Evers-to-Chance.” Larry Black of 
~~vfiami led off and passed the baton to Robert Taylor of 
Houston. Taylor didn't lost any ground in carrying the mail to 
Gerald Tinker of Miami. Tinker knew he had to get to the an- 
chorman in a hurry in order to give him an opportunity to 
match his speed against Valery Borzov of Russia, who had 

won the 100 and 200 meters. 

Eddie Hart of Pittsburgh, Calif., was more than ready. He 
had a slight lead on Borzov when he received the baton from 
Tinker. However, he didn't need this-lead as he pulled away 
from the’ arrogant Russian. 

Vince Matthews of Brooklyn won the 400 meter run in 
44.7 seconds and Wayne Collett of Santa Monica, Calif., 
finished in second place. While standing on the victory stand 
after this event, these two athletes failed to stand still. and/or 
at attention during the playing of the National Anthem. The 
U.S, Olympics authorities censured these athletes and the 
IOC suspended them for life from any future Olympics. This 

~ meant the U.S. didnt have anyone to compete in the 1600 
meter relay. Many of the athletes, both black and white, 
didn't agree with the 1OC expelling these athletes from 
further competition. 

In the Sept. 16 issue of The Sporting News, there is a pic- 
turé of Mark Spitz, the white American who won seven gold 
medals. The cutline reads, “Carrying his shoes, Mark Spitz 
mounts the winner's platform after breaking the world record 
in the 200 meter free style event.” Does this mean he 
received his gold medal barefooted? 
~.. Dave Wottle, a white athlete, won the 800 meter run. He 
didnt take off his cap~during the playing of the Star 
Spangled Banner. The white sportscasters said, “Dave Wot- 

' tle forgot to take of his familiar white golf Cap during the Star 
Spangled Banner.” Did the black athletes forget to stand at 
attention? per 


It is customary-for athletes in the USA to stand at at- 
tention during the playing of the National Anthem. before all 
athletic contests. However, it is seldom that all-Americans 
Stand in rigid positions. We believe the punishment dished 
out by the IOC was too harsh. We noticed that the 1OC didnt 
reprimand Olga Connolly for not dipping the flag. 

The 1972 U.S. Olympics team set a new record in 
rationalizing, -griping,—-alibing- and making excuses. Jim 
Ryun made all kinds of excuses for his poor performance in 
the 1500 meter run against Kipchoge Keino of Kenya. His 
bowing and kowtowing to get another chance was pathetic. 

The killing of the Israeli athletes was by far the saddest 
story we have heard since the assassinations of President 
John F. Kennedy, Dr. Martin Luther King and Sen. Robert F.

At the time he 
made the statement: ‘After 
five years in the: National 
League | had to prove myself 
All over again. A lot of people 
wanted proof that | was a 
major’ leaguer they could 
respect. They included kids 
in'the bleachers some of my 
own teammates and the new 
general manager of the Reds, 
Bill DeWitt. it was the season 
of 1961 and | had to be 
good." eo: 
What Robinson really 
menat was, he had to prove 
himself on the field because 
DeWitt had said he didn't 
hustle enough and, as a 
result - perform -to his ft 
potential.

Anti-Poverty Program Approved

WASHINGTON, D.C. (NBNS) - Intimidated by the 
~ threat of another Presidential véto, the Congress has ~ 

approved a $48 billion extension of the antipoverty 
program which lacks provisions for child care or for 
giving poor people greater protection in the courts. 

The two year appropriation of funds for the Office of 
Economic Opportunity, (OEO) now goes to the 
President for signature..It covers health, food and 
family planning program#hs well as funds for ACTION, 
VISTA and Head Start. 


It does not cover fund& for child care services for 
working parents nor does it create a Legal Services 
_ Corporation intiependent of OEO and free of petty 
“politics as recommended last year by a presidential 
task force. 

Last December, President Nixon vetoed the OEO ap- 
propriation bill citing funds for child care and creation 
of a legal services corporation that lacked “ac- 
countability”-as his reasons. 

The legal services corporation concept was 
designed to operate free of vetoes exercised by state 
governors, such as California's-Ronald Reagan, who

Olympic 


With a whole world (with rare ex- 
ceptions) agonizing over the brutal and 
senseless murder of almost half of the 
israeli Olympic contingent, there will be 
little or no flaming reaction to the ac- 
tion taken by the International Olympics 
Committee (IOC) which moved fast 
Friday to bar from further competition 
two Afo-AAmerican runners, Vince Mat- 
thews and Wayne Collett because of 
their actions during the medal award 
ceremonies after the two had finished 
first and second in the 400 meter run. 


Both young Black athletes were roun- 
dly booed by a large segment of the 
80,000 fans because they failed to stand 
at attention, failed to fact the flag and 
chatted with each other during the 
playing of the Star Spangled Banner. 
Their actions were in striking contrast 
to that of Kenya's Julius Sang, who at- 
tends North Carolina Central College 
who was standing at rigid attentior 
facing the U.S. FI. — 


While nobody has spelled out the 
exact manner required of medal win- 
ners during the presentations, the |OC 
based its action on Olympic Rule 26, 
Section 1, which says. that- Oyimpics 
participation must respect Olympic 
conditions. 


The actions of Matthews and Collett 
recalled a similar incident at the 1969 
Olympies in Mexico City, at Which two 
other American blacks, Tommie Smith 
and John Carlos made the Black Power 
salute during the playing of the 
National Anthem after finishing first 
and third in the 200-meter. dash. 

‘To try to justify the actions of Mat- 
thews and Collet on the grounds that 
they are. smarting under the inequities 
of U.S. life in which so many Black 
Americans find themselves still 
relegated to second-class citizenship, 
is begging the question. 

Despite its vaunted ideals of sports- 
manship and brotherhood and 
exaltation of the athlete, the Olympic 
Games has delevoped into a hotbed of 
nationalism as well as a major com- 
mercial enterprise. For all of its shock 
over the tragic murders of thelsraelic|

team members, the 1OC found a con- 
venient rationale for continuing the 
games and thus avoiding a costly finan- 
cial fiasco tor the West German hosts. 
However, if American Blacks intend to 
continue to vie for Olympic Team posts 
and the vicarious honors that are im- 
minent, they should be expected to first 
know, and then abide by the rules of 
the game, no matter how well they 
know the various loopholes that con- 
tinue to exist for white members of their 
own team and for many of the pseudo- 
amateurs sponsored by some of the 
Iron Curtain countries. 


Thus we can only assume that both 
Matthews and Collette were well aware ' 
of the consequences of their ill- 
conceived efforts at using the TV forum 
to register their disillusionment with the 
Olympic officials in particular and the 
white racism of their native land. 

Their actions, -of course, were in 
direct contrast to the forebearance of 
Jesse Owens who choose to ignore the 
famed Hitlerian snub in the 1936 
games, and of our own Harrison Dillard 
who wore, and still wears his Olympic 
honors with dignity and pride. 

Whatever sympathy we have td lavish 
upon Black members of the team has 
been reserved for those two un- 
fortunate Black sprinters, Ray Robinson 
and Eddie Hart, who were deprived of 
their opportunity to compete in the 
most prestigeous Olympic event, the 
100-meter dash, because of an inex- 
cusable mixup in schedules that found 
them arriving too late to enter their 
qualifying heat. 

However, for our impetuous young 
militants of today, the incidents contain 
a valid moral. When you elect to play 
the other man's game, whether in 
sports, or business, or politics, you had 
must read the rules and know how to 
abide by them.

Signs Of Change In Greene County 


1 recently returned from a short 
~visit-to-Greene-County; Alabama. and 
for anyone remotely familiar with that 
area. it was really an eye-opener. 

Greene County is one of the most 
backward places in the United States. 
but .it is changing rapidly. And the 
changes are directly attributable to the 
breakthroughs black people there have 
made in controlling their own destinies. 


Greene County used fo be a 
bastion of white supremacy. in which a 
handful of whites literally ruled over a 
subject population, three-quarters of 
whom were. blacks. The result was 
readily seen -- black powerlessness and 
poverty. The county was the third 
poorest in the £ountry. with two-thirds 
of rural families making under $2,000 
per year..Blacks were denied the right 
to vote. the right to hold office or serve 
on juries, and.even, through enforced 
poverty and economic hardship, the 
right. to a decent living. 


Washington was remote: no federal 
funds found their way into the county 
and federally-guaranteed constitutional 
rights were openly flaunted. The pat- 
tern, unchanged since the Civil War, 
continued until the passage ofthe 
Voting Rights Act of 1965, which in- 

—augurated-a-peaceful revolution that is

As a result, blacks have completely 
taken over the county government. The 
probate judge. who controls the county 
budget. is black. as are the sheriff, the 
county commissioners. the school 
superintendent and the members of the 
school board. 


The new county leaders immediate- 
ly laid plans to revive the area's 
economy and to offer a new, more 
democratic way of life to all its citizens. 
They knew that aid and resources had 
come from outside the impoverished 
county, and so they approached the 
government. foundations.

Stewart reports that the whole thing 


Started back about 1860 when the- 


British encouraged. Indian merchants to 
set up businesses in East Africa. We 
must remember that this was a period 
when the British were at their height of 
imperialism and a time when the British 
used Indian commerce as a means or 
as an excuse for British dominance and 
influence in East Africa. Mr. Stewart 
goes on to.say that the Indian traders 
paved the way for British colonialism 
and that the Asians or Indians acted as 
agents for both British and American 
merchant firms. The Asians soon 
became the bankers and money lenders 
and the African remained down- 
trodden, poor and oppressed. 


We will have to monitor the events as 
they evolve in those East African 
nations; but whatever happens 
promises to become quite controversial 
and of national significance for the en- 
tire Black world.

portant programs to improve the 
county's heatth and educationat 
systems and to create jobs. 

These programs, capped by a 
Spanking new housing project that will 
enable many people to leave their run- 
down shacks for decent homes, are still 
under way. But just as important as the 
material changes that have taken place 
is the new spirit that can be seen every- 
where in the county. 

Despair and resignation have given 
way to hope and accomplishments. The 
black county commissioners are 
showing how concerned leadership re- 
Sponsive to the people can create an 
atmosphere of progress. 

Initially, whites in the county were 
hostile. Perhaps they expected the’ 
black office-holders and the black 


—majority-to treat-them the way- they 


treated. black .pcaple throughout the 
years. By now, even the most bigoted 
can see,that black people have 
assumed political power without vindic- 
tiveness and retribution, and that the: 
federal aid and new projects in the 
county have benefited all of its citizens. 

In fact, the measure of white ac- 
ceptance of the new order of things in 
Greene County is seen by the way 


\ white citizens beat a path to the offices 


of the black officials seeking favors, in- 


—formation—and_assistance.. They're 


looking for what every citizen expects 
from his representatives, but the dif- 
ference today is that official doors are 
open to the black majority, too. All of 
which goes. to show that racism takes a 
back seat to personal needs. 

| suppose the most memorable 
aspect of my visit to Greene County, 
and the-incident that best symbolizes 
the fantastic changes that have taken 
place there, came in an afternoon 
meeting in the county courthouse, the 
traditional bastion of white rule from 
which blacks’ were excluded. There, 
with a soft summer breeze fanning the 
capacity audience, almost all of whom 
were black, we all raised our voices 
high, singing, “We Shall Overcome.” 
There, in the very halls that used to 
resound to the thunderous ‘Never.”’ 
came the anthem of the civil rights 
movement. You should have been 
there! : ; 


Since the 1860's deep resentment 
and bittemess against the Asians has 
developed and even deeper resentment 
after Uganda became an independent 
African nation some 10 years ago. We 
must remember, as Stewart says, that 
Uganda, after winning her ,in- 
dependence, offered citizenship to the 
Asians. The Asians rejected that 
citizenship and opted for a British 
passport, consequently giving them the, 
feeling of superiority over the African 


people. 


pe~ “-""Stewart-continues to say,"“They are 


(the Asians) caught in their own trap. 
Their mighty British passports aren't 
worth the paper they are printed on - 
becausé Britian refuses to honor them.” 

Now, you see, the Asians ‘are a 
Stateless people and they had their 
chance some years ago to become 
citizens of that» African nation. The 
British, who gave them their passports, 
are now jumping and screaming at 
Uganda as a racist nation. 

But if you follow the reports and the 
happenings in London, you will find 
that the British do not want the Asians 
either. Hundreds of people in London 
have been demonstrating against the 
arrival of many Asians from Uganda 
and other East African nations.

QUOTA BAN 
HURTS BLACKS * 


This has been a year of code-words. 
First there was “law ‘and order”: then 
there was “busing”. Now we have 
“quotas’’. ‘Black people know what 
those words mean. 

Something very serious is happening 
here in Washington that every black 
American should know about. The 
federal government --under orders trom 
Président Nixon -- has abandoned all 
numerical guidelines for hiring mem- 
bers of minority groups. The quote 
system, that was just beginning to help 
blacks advance in their careers with the 
federal government, does not exist any 
more. Although President Nixon keeps 
saying that this change will not limit op- 
portunity, | have heard that the federal 
agencies are already hiring fewer black 
applicants. 


In the 1950's and 1960's black 
Americans had to demonstrate, .boycott, 
march and sit-in — to get the govern- 
ment to enforce the Constitution and 
give them their voting rights: Now, in 
the 1970's we are going to have to fight 
to get our economic rights.

CERVIX:.. The narrowed end of the 
uterus (womb) which opens into the 
vagina. About an inch and a half in 
length, it is the cervix which must dilate 
(exparid) during labor to permit the 
passage of the baby from the uterus. 
Also, when a diaphragm is used as a 
means of contraception, it is~ the 
opening of the cervix which must be 
covered to prevent conception . from 
taking place. : 


CONCEPTION: When the male sperm 


cell penetrates the ovum, the process of 
fertilization has begun. Following this 
union or joining, the new cell implants 


itself in the lining of the uterus. This im- 
planting, or burrowing, or sticking to” 
the wall of the uterus is conception to 
have begun. The woman in whom the 
implantation has taken place is. now 
pregnant. 

DILATION AND CURETTAGE: 
Usually abbreviated and called a D and 
C, it is an operation in which the cervix 


is delated, permitting the physician to 
insert into the uterus a small surgical 
tool called a curette.

Q. I'm-planning to retire later this 
year, but I'm worried about proving my 
age for social security retirement 
benefits. The only proof |! have is a 
notation of my birth in a large family 
Bible, but my sister who has the Bible 
lives over 300 miles away. Should | 
have her.send the Bible to me? 


A. No, it would be easier and less ex- 
pensive for both of you if your sister 
took the Bible to agsocial security office 
near her home. They would copy it, cer- 
tify ist authenticity, and then mail the 
information to our office.

about age fifty. It is accompanied by 
changes in the hormone _ balance, 
sometimes by “hot flashes” and other 


symptoms, and is emotionally upsetting 
to some women. When these changes 
have been completed, the ovaries no 
longer produce an ovum each month, 
menstruation stops, and pregnancy is 
no longer possible. 


OVARIES: A pair of almond-sized 
female organs, Lying one on each side 
of the uterus, they produce an-ovum 
(egg) each month from the time of first 
mestruation through all the child- 
bearing years until menstruation stops. 
They are also a source of the important 
female hormone, estrogen. 


TESTES— A pair of male reproduc- 
tive organs comparable to the-ovaries 
in women, they are located in a sac 
called the scrotun. They produce the 
male sex cell, called a spermatazoon, 
which fertilizes the ovum of the female, 
thus beginning the process described 
under Conception (above).

Miss Miller recently spent about 20 minutes — including 
transportation - going through the registration process at the 
Franklin County Board of Elections. She was accompanied 
by David Jones, coordinator of the Columbus Urban 
League’s Voter Registration Program. , 

Jones said that there are approximately 10,000 18-year- 
olds in Franklin County and about 50 pe;cent of them are 
unregistered. He said that statistics are unavailable as to 
how many of the registered 18-year-olds are black, but it is 
estimated that there are only 3 to 5 percent in that category. 

“It is important,” he said, “that more young blacks who 
are eligible to register as soon as possible.”
